Kxperlonccd wool buyers will not 
tnko ilie wool from poor fnnnurs with- 
out large reduction In price, llieru nro 
so many "dead tips" in It. This Is 
the locnnlcul natno for wool that grew 
while tho sheep wns suffering from ex- 
posure, from lack of (ood or from In- 
dlgasllon caused by Improper (ceding. 
Dunil tips nro deficient In strength, 
and ean onlv be used In making In- 
ferior clolh. H tlio sheep regains 
strungth and health tho wool Is not 
materially holpod, us ilia now growih 
Is usually loo short to bo of much uao. 

It is not generally exposure to 
si or jus that causes this poor wool. If 
a nlmup's dlgufllau Is good, tha oily 
mailer exuded from tho skin prnvonls 
rains from penetrating. The outside 
of thu woolon covering may bo wring- 
ing wet, but tho lus'da Is dry. Hut If 
tlia dlgosllon Is Injured cither by too 
much or loo little, foud, tho sheep suf- 
fers sovorely front nturms.

reTlon, which Includes the Wichita, 

Canadian and llonvor rivers, In the 

Indian territory, was tile habitat of 

our noblest indigenous bird, the wild 

turkey. To 'employ a slang phrase— 

for tho wild turkey makes Its haunts 

in tho timber — the woods were full of 

them. During tho winter expedition 

against tbo Indians In 1863-0, writes 

3ln jor In man, portions of the command, 

particularly thoso companies which 

escorted General Shorldnn on his mis- 

i ston to Fori SHI, lived for days on 

] them, nnd shooting them by moonlight 

i afforded an Immense amount ol sport 

' to the officers, In which tho general 

indulged largely. 

On llio North Fork, of tho Canadian, 
Is a place stilt known as "Sheridan's 
Komi." Tho general was an old 
sportsman. Aftar going Into oamp 
at this phca. aa tha evening of the 
27th ot December, tho command found 
thomsalves In n, "turkey roost." 

Shorldnn had himself mado tho dis- 
covery, and ha Immeulaloly gave or- 
ders that no ono, either oniccr or 
man, should leave tho camp without 
his permission, been use, 1/ anyone 
commenced to prowl around, thoblms 
wliould not camo back to their ac- 
customed resting placo at night. Just 
as tho last rays ot tho sotting sun sunk 
behind tho law mountains on tho wost 
of the camp, tlio general aad about sev- 
en olllcors, whom he had seloatod as 
companlons.lott their flro and wandered 
■lowly Into thick woods where bo had 
discovered early la tho afternoon 
tho coveted birds were lu tha habit of 
congregating to roost. Each of thu 
officers ot tbo suggestion of tho gen- 
eral, took n position on tho ground to 
watch until tho liigu should arrivo for 
tho birds to sook lbolr sleeping place. 
Tboy did not have long to wait, as, 
before llhad grown fairly dark, two 
or ihroo magnificent Docks camo walk- 
ing down the ravines leading to tha 
valley, At tho head of each flock, as 
tboy unsuspectingly advanced, was a 
line male bird, upon whoso bronze 
plumago tho moonlight glinted as It 
sifted through tha interstices or tho 
trees. When ho hnd arrived* nt tho 
p'.nce at which tho flock under his 
charge had boon accustomed to, roosl, 
ho stopped, glanced all around for a 
fow seconds and then, apparently satis- 
fled that everything was alt right, ba 
gava a signal— n sharp, quick, shrill 
whistle. At that Instant every bird In 
tho flock with ono accord raised with 
a tramandous fluttering of their wings 
aad alighted In tho tops ot tho tallest 
trees. At tills juncturo, nil tho various 
flocks having become- sottlcd In their 
dovaral roosting places, tha general 
gave tho word nnd every man com- 
menced to fire on his own aecouaL 
Tho turkeys fell llko tho leaves Initio 
fall, but did nnt icom to hnva sanso 
onough to get away from tbolr doom; 
Ihoy flow from treo to troa at every 
shot, but persistently remained In the 
immediate vicinity of their "roost" 
with all tho characteristic Idiocy of it 
sago hen, which appears, according to 
my observation, to have loss sense 
than any bird that flies. 

It woe lima that all honest men. 
whether "In camp or court," woro in 
bod before tho general and his party 
loft tho ground, so exciting nas tha 
rare sport. After counting tho num- 
ber ol birds that had fallen, It was 
discovered that they had bagged near- 
ly 100, of which the gonnral had kilted 
the lion's share. Tha now historic 
spot was called "Sheridan's Hoost," 
which nnmo Is retained to thin day. 

Another turkey shooting occurred 
previous to tho one above referred to, 
in which tho whole of General Custer's 
command took pnrL It was about 

I glue on days alter tho terrible batUo 
of tho Washita, and Custer was chas- 
ing tbo fugitive savages towards Fort 
Cobb. Tho weather had been very 
disagreeable— cold, snow and a furious 
wind. Tho troops had benn wading 
through about a foot ol snow, and tho 
horses wore nearly starved, because H 
was Impossible to got at tho grass ly- 
ing so deep under tho snow. That 
night tho command wonl into camp on 
tho Washita, nnd It was noon discov- 
ered thai aco idea tally they had 
pitched upon an im mania turkey 
roosl. It was not yet sun-down when 

j tha picket Una was strelohod and pro- 
' para lions lor tho men's scanty supper 
begun. Eagerly expecting that tha 
birds would cumo to tholr haunts at 
tho usual hour, the cooks were a little 
perfunctory, anticipating that tha bill 

01 fare would, that night, vary ma- 
terially from tho customary sow-bully 
and hard- tack. 

So euro enough, just about enndowa, 
tho turkeys began lo return from their 
sea rob. for fond, aad It was a most ro- 
mnrkablo sight to watch tho evident 
surprise, ot tho birds asthoy approach- 
nd tholr reost to discover that tbolr 
ground had been usurpod. Suvornl 
Hooks "rounded up" In full view ot all, 
and It could be noticed that they woro 
bewildered and did not know what to 
do. They stood still, apparently para- 
lyzed, for soma time, and as other 
flock* seen nrrlvod limy all boon u lo 
fly up Into thu trees, right In tbo mid- 
dle of tbo citmp, At this moment 
everyone soomed to be imbued with 



tho desire to shoot and a fusillade be- 
gan, resulting In the tumbling Off tho 
trees of fllty or moro of tho bronzed 
beauties; and, of course, driving all 
tha remainder from tholr roosts until 
the nlr was full of tho frtghtonod birds. 
As night drow on, not knowing or 
falling to souk another rootling place, 
back thoy camo, but In Increasing 
numbers, ilotormlnod, nppnranlty, lo 
roost there or nowhere. Tho air and* 
the ground wcra filled with turkeys; 
they woro dated by the turn affairs 
had taken and groat flocks run right 
among companies and tha wagons. 

Then wns enacted a scene such as, 
perhaps, was never before witnessed, 
nor has Itslnco, In all probability; all 
tho dogs in the command— nnd thero 
was every breed and size, for llio aver- 
age United Slates Soldier loves a dog 
—Joined In tho pandemonium that 
followed tho chnso for tho bewildered 
birds. 

Thero was fensUng In ennip that 
night, and novor bofore did turkey 
tusfo so dollelaus as the magnificent 
bird-, served up In ovary concelvublo 
style, ut that supper in camp on the 
Wash I la, to tho luilf-fnmhhetl troopers 
of the famous Seventh cavnlry, and 
tho gallant boys ol tho Nineteenth 
Kansas; nnd that there woro many 
cases ol riding that subjective bruto 
known as the alghlmnrc, bcloi-o tho 
morning, I have not tho slightest 
doubt.

On the top of the mountain thoy have 
n narrow gnnge railroad Ihnt runs to nil 
tho principal points on tbe mountains. 
There i« one of tbe hotels that will uo- 
ootnmodnte GU0 guests nnd several small- 
er opch, Tlioro in ulso a Museum of 
war rottea that interests one greatly. 
From thin mountain ynti can noo the 
Nutlomd Cemetery where 12,050 soldiers 
are nt rest. The cemetery is fenced In 
with n stone fence 4'^ feet high and 
covered with trees, plants and running 
vines that are gresn tho whole year 
round, which makes It look more like n 
pnrk than a cemetery. 

From Chattanooga we took the Georgia 
Southern railroad whiob run» through 
whnt I coll n very poor country, nottdng 
hut hilts and hollows, rocks nnd scrubby 
timber alt tho way through (leorgiu and 
but very little land that Is cultivated. 
Once in a while there is a settlement of 
darkles with very poor shanties, tbe size 
being about fanr by eight feet with no 
addition to them. 

We arrived at Jacksonville, Florida, 
Jon, 27th, where everything wns in hlos> 
•om, even new potatoes; tanintoos, cab-. 
biigoe nnd all kinds of vegotublos can be 
had now, Occasionally » few boxes of

Nearly naked, 
grimy with siuoko and dirt, swarming 
with vermin from hem! 10 feel. Ihelr 
skins clinging to thulr bonus and re- 
sembling mildewed parchment. 
blotched wiih scurvy, covered with 
gnngreuotis surus, their hull* falling 
trom their bonds, Ihtdr nails falling 
from their toes, und tholr teeth 
so looea that Ihoy could push them out 
with tholr tongues. 

Many of these men crawled horns 
to die; none of thorn wore ablo to do 
any lntiuuni labor tor months; nearly 
all of them exhausted their slender 
supplies of money In paying doctors' 
bills, and nil of them hud drawn lo 
heavily on lira's forces during tholr 
c nn II ii onio n l ns to render thom prema- 
turely old, anil to permanently unlit 
them Tor tho tolls nnd struggles of 
life, 

A prompt oxchango of prisoners Is 
recognised by tlio people of tha clvlU 
Izod world ns one of tho ameliorating 
conditions of modern warfare, and yet 
it wns our government tbut refused to 
exchange. A stern and ortiol neces- 
sity may huvo Justified this union ut 
the time, but what necessity can ba

Experienced wool buyers will not 
take the wool from poor farmers with- 
out large reduction In price, Ihore are 
so many "dead lips" In It This Is 
the lectin i ml name for wool tliat grow 
whlla thu flhoep was Buffering from ex- 
posure, from lack af food or from In- 
digestion caused by Improper feeding. 
Dead lips are detlclant la straastb, 
nnd can onlv be used In male tug In- 
ferior cloth. If the sheep rogulns 
strength and health the wool Is not 
materially helped, ns tho now growth 
Is usually too short to bo of much usa. 

It Is not generally exnojuro to 
storms that causes this poor wool. If 
a sheep's digestion is good, the oily 
matter oxudud from tho sitln pro vents 
ruins from ponatrntlng. Tho outside 
of tba woolen covering may be wring- 
ing wet, but lho Inside Is dry. Hut If 
the digestion Is injured either by too 
much or too little food, tbo sheop suf- 
fers severely from storms.

The ono great enemy of your chicks, 
young or old, Is vermin. First as a 
remedy, wo prepare tho nests for sit- 
ters or layers as follows: "Tut a lit- 
lio sn.lt potro Into tile box, after satur- 
ating it well with ko rose no oil.

And yet, If tliov uti- 
sent tlienisohits from Him Inllfctiun 
tlioy nro uxpollcd. i'or tlio students 
hnve ns little right lo choosu wiml Ice 
lures limy will attend as tho professors 
Ivavu to ilct.'iilo what aiibjccU tliey will 
lecture uiion. A student who chooses 
Russian literature for Ids specialty Is 
allowed to frequout about fitly lectures 
during bis six months' term, whereus 
ho must hare nt least two hundred lec- 
tures ou archrology aud Itoman an- 
tiquities, delivered very often by for- 
eigners, chiefly JJo he-mfnns, unable to 
express their thoughts in grammatical 
Russian. A significant consequence is 
that last year the in In liter— who, by 
the way, is an Armenian— had to com- 
plain In an oulcial circular that th« pe- 
titions written to him by university 
students "are very often not only de- 
fective iu style, hut faulty in grammar 
aud orthography r A student must not 
miss a lecture: there Is a host of minor 
ofllcials who llo in wait for Mm, and 
report bis absence at once, lie must 
always come In his military mantle, 
which ho has to hang up on a number- 
ed peg, nnd every peg Is examined sev- 
eral times during each lecture. If hn 
reads a hook at the u niters It v, one of 
these (i flic I till, called a beadle— some- 
times a detective or a former convict — 
stoats un behind him aud anatclios It 
out of his hand and runs up to show 
It to the inspectors, many of whom , 
aro bankrupt merchants, ruined beer- 
brewers, and unfortunnto peddlers. 

"The system of espionage that flour- 
ishes at tlio universities might excito 
tho envy of the Venetians of the days 
of tlio Doges, when tho rcry waits had 
eyes. If you cough or sneeze- llio bea- 
dles know it, the inspectors hear of It, 
the rector is informed of It, it Is re- 
ported to tbe curator, and carefully 
entered I nio three several booksngalnit 
your name, as it may hereafter bo use- 
ful as proving or disproving something 
laid to your cbnrgu whenever you I urn 
out to he politically untrustworthy. 
While you are a student not only can 
tlio Inspectors, sub. Inspectors, beadles, 
and all llie myrmidons of the Govern- 
ment visit you In your rooms nt all 
hours of the day and night, ransack 
your drawers and trunks, turn your 
bed upside down, rip up your mat- 
tresses, and generally give your lodg- 
ings the appearance af apartments that 
have just suffered from a seismic con- 
vulsion like the earthquake of Lisbon, 
but they ure Invested with tho power— 
which ihey are uot slow lo use— of 
searching your person, examining the 
contents of your pockets, and your 
friends nnd relations, and their pock- 
eta nnd hutonglugs. sliould they happen 
lo bo with you during the domiciliary 
visit. 

"Thcso inipiisitloiiary processes, of 
course, are quite independent of thoso 
that are muilu by the police and Urn 
members of iho terrible "Third Sec- 
tion, " which you havo to put up with 
as often as is doomed good for you In 
particular or lor tlio Knipirc nt large.

A llttlo Ilrittsh expudlllon recently 
steamed far up the Ilunua branch of thu 
Niger river in a small slunni launch 
nnd tlnnlly entered n tributary of the 
Jlcuuo and explored n region which no 
white man lias ovor visited before. Tho 
most Interesting thing nlmut tbolr jour- 
ney was the curious exirarlenca they 
had with tho uallves. 

They had bean passing far a good 
whllo through a region that was in- 
habited by .Moslem blacks, friths of tho 
rather severe methods of conversion 
employed by tho Arab Invaders of the 
tjoinlnn, Tho country was very fertile 
and tho people wore numerous; but nil 
of a sudden,' though the country still 
wore Us usual aspect, and the soil was 
apparently rich, population entirely 
ceased. For a stretch of over twenty 
miles not a hut was to be seen, nor was 
m single sign of human life anywhere 
observed. Tho expedition wondered 
at this remarkablo state of affairs, for 
tho country was certainly Inviting, and 
thoy could not Imagine why It bad no 
la habitants. . 

All nl once, however.M they rounded 
a bend In the river they saw big crowds 
of natives running down tho slopes of 
tho hills to the bank. They brandished 
their spears at tho whlto men on tho 
Utile boat and told them lo go back for 
thoy wanted no Moslem In their coun- 
try. There was nn Interpreter on tea 
vessel who succcedud in convincing tho 
natives thut tho visitors were not Mos- 
lems, nud I hereupon tho people became 
qlllto friendly. 

Then tho reason for this curious lack 
of population was ascertained. Whoa 
thu tribes who had been converted to 
Islam found that tho natives near thorn 
wore Just as stronir us they were, the 
spread of their religion In (bat direc- 
tion abruptly censed, but these heathen 
people and tho .11 oglem .con verts near 
lliein could not live at pence with one 
another. It was finally decided that, 
as they could not bo good neigh bora, a 
stretch of country should be placed be- 
tween them where no ono should live. 
and in that way* thoy expect lo get 
nlnng with less' bloodshed. So nil ilia 
peoplu who inhabited this fertilo region, 
iiU.tii twenty miles wide, packed up 
their little belongings aud moved 
ii way, and this stretch of country I bus 
ennio to be without a single Inhabitant. 
Today it Is a No Mini's Land, and the 
only reason la thai thu people who are 
neighbors thura cannot live on friend- 
ly terms, and, having tired of lighting.

Twonty-two yonrs n&o, tha whola 
ro'floii. which Includes tho Wlehllu, 
Cnnadhtii and Denver rlvorj, In tha 
Indian territory, was tho habitat of 
our itublcst litdigonati* bird, tho wild 
turkey. To employ a slang phrase— 
for the wild turkey makes Ha haunts 
In tlio timber— tho woods were full of 
them. During Ilia winter uxpodltlon 
against tlio Indians in ItlttS-'J, writes 
her 1 Major Inmnn, portions of lltu coin maud, 
companies which 
escorted General Sheridan on his mis- 
sion to Fori Sill, lived for d:iys on 
them, and shooting them by moonlight 
afforded nu Immense nmoiiul of sport 
to tho oMcers, In which tho general 
ludulgnd largely. 

Ou tlio North Fork of thuCittindinti, 
Is ii plnco still known n4 "Sheridan's 
ltnost." Tho gcaornl was an old 
bportstntin. After going Into camp 
at this placa, on tbo evening of the 
27th of December, tha command lound 
thomsoLves In a "ttirkoy roost" 

SI io rid a n had himself matlo tho dis- 
covery, and ho Immadlatoly gave or- 
ders that nu one,, either ollleer or 
man, should lonvo tho camp without 
his permission, because, If anyone 
commenced to prowl around, tho birds 
whould not corao back to tlielr ac- 
customed resting placo at night. Just 
as tho last raya ot tho sotting sun sunk 
behind tho low mountains on tho wost 
of tho camp, tho general and about sev- 
en olllcors, whom ho had selected as 
conipnnioes, left their Hie and wiindored 
slowly Into thick woods whoro ho had 
discovered early In the afternoon 
tho covoted birds wore In tho hahlt of 
congregating to roosL Each of tho 
officers, at tbo suggestion of tha gen- 
eral, took a posltjoii on tho ground to 
watch until tho tlmo ahould arrlvo for 
tha birds lo seek their alooplng plnco. 
Thoy did not havo long to wait, na, 
before 11 had grown (airly dark, two 
or tbroo magnificent flocks canto walk- 
ing down the ravines loading to tha 
vol lay. At tha head of each flack, aa 
they unsuspectingly advanced, was, n 
fine male bird, upon whoso lironzo 
plumngo tho moonlight glinted as it 
sifted through tho Interstices of the 
trees. When ho hod arrived at the 
place at which tho flock under his 
chargo had boon accustomed to roost, 
ha stopped, glanced all around for a 
faw seconds and tliott, apparently satis- 
fled that every thing was all right, ho 
gavo a signal— a sharp, quick, shrill 
whistle. At that Instant ovary bird In 
tho (loclc with ooo accord' raised with 
a tremendous fluttering ot tbolr wings 
and nllghlod in tho tops of tho tallest 
trees. At this juncture, all tho various 
flocks having become settled In their 
several roosting places, the gonoral 
gavu tho word and every man com- 
menced to fire on his own account. 
The turkeys fell like tho leaves In tho 
fall, but did net teem to hsvo sense 
enough to get away from tholr doom; 
thoy flow from trao to tree at every 
shot, but persistently remained in tha 
Immediate vicinity of tholr "roost" 
with all tho characteristic Idiocy of a 
saga hen, which appears, according to 
my observation, to havo less sense 
than any bird that files. 

It was time that all honest men, 
whether "In camp or court," wore In 
bed before tho general and his party 
left tho ground, so exciting was tho 
rare sport. After counting tho num- 
ber of birds that had (alien. It wna 
discovered that thoy had bugged near- 
ly 100, ot which tho gonoral had killed 
tha lion's share. Tha now historic 
spot was called "Shcrldao's Roost,", 
which name Is rata I tied to thla day. 

Another turkey shoollng occurred 
previous to the ono tibovo referred to, 
in which thowholo of General Castor's 
command took part, it was about 
eighteen days after tho larrlblo battle 
of tbo Washita, nnd Custer was chas- 
ing tho fugitive savages towards Fort 
Cobb. Tito weather had booa very 
disagreeable— cold, snow and a furious 
wind. Tho troops had bean wndlag 
through about a tool of snow, and iho 
horses waro nearly starved, because it 
was impossible to get at tho grass ly- 
ing bo' deep undor tho suow. That 
nlgbt tho command went Into unmp on 
tho Washita, and It was soon discov- 
ered that accidentally thoy had 
pitched upon an Immense turkey 
roost. It was not yet sun-down whon 
tho picket lino was stretched and pro- 
pa rations for tho men's scanty supper 
begun. Eagerly expecting that the 
birds would como to their haunts at 
tha usual hour, tho cooks worn a little 
perfunctory, anticipating that tho bill' 
ot faro would, that night, vary ma- 
terially from the cuatoraary 'sow-belly 
and faard-taek. 

So sure enough, Just about sundown, 
tho turkeys began to return from tholr 
search for food, and It was a moat re- 
markable eight to watch tho evident 
surprlso of the birds os thoy approach- 
Ad tholr roost to discover that tholr 
ground had boon usurped. Several 
Hocks "rounded up" In full view of nil, 
nnd It could bo noticed that thoy waro 
bow 1 1 do rod and did not know what' to 
do. Thoy slood still, apparently para- 
lyzed, far soma time, and ns other 
flocks soon arrived thoy all bocau lo 
fly up Into Iho trcos right in tlio mid- 
dle of tho oamp. At this moment 
everyone seemed lo bo Imbued 'with 



the doslro to shoot nnd n fuslllndo be- 
gan, resulting In the tumbling off the 
trees of fifty or more of tho brotued 
he antics; nnd, of course, driving all 
the remainder from tholr roosts until 
tha nlr was full of tho frlchtonad birds. 
An night draw on, not knowing or 
fulling to seek another roosting plnco, 
baclc thoy came, but In Increasing 
numbers, determined, npimrnntly, to 
roost tli-ii-i or nowhoro. Tho nlr nnd 
tho ground were filled with turkeys; 
thoy wero dared by the turn nffalr-i 
hnd uiltun and groat Hocks run right 
among com [mn lea and tho wugans. 

Then was enactod n scoita atfch ns, 
perhaps, wat nover before witnessed, 
nor has It since, In nil probability; nit 
thu dugs in tho eemniiittd— nnd thorn 
was a very breed nnd slr.o, for tho avor- 
ago United States soldier In van a dog 
—joined In tho pandemonium that 
foliowod the cha%o for tho bcwlldcrad 
birds. 

Tltara was feasting In camp thai 
nlpht, anil nover buforo did turkey 
taste so delicious as the mngiiitluunt 
Id ril-, sorved up in every conceivable 
stylo, at thai supper In camp on the 
WiiHhita, to tho half-famished troopars 
ot tlio famous Seventh cavalry, and 
tlio gallant boys of tho Nineteenth 
Kansas ; ami that thera wero many 
cases of riding Hint subjective bruto 
known as the nightmare, before tha 
morning, I havo not tlio slightest 
doubt.

Although It 1> impossible to dis- 
cover Just bow muny women gnvn 
their sorvicea In tho fields and hos- 
pital* In the civil war, says Pennsyl- 
vania Or It, Cnpt. Alnswotlh. who In 
at tho head of the pension division of 
the wnr department, hna recently pre- 
pared a table- giving an Idea of the 
vast number who did what thoy could 
for tholr country by miratng and car- 
ing for thoso who took ncllvo part In 
tlio slriigglo, 

Tho records art* Incomplete, but ns 
far as can bo ascertained they were 
probably 10,000 women, with nnd 
without regular authority and pay, 
who performed tho duties wherever 
Ihoy happened to be. Of tlteso. 778 
were hired by contract by the war de- 
portment; ;IH7 wont by the appoint- 
ment of Miss lllx; 2 18 were Slstoraof 
Chnrity; ill were provided by the 
sanitary commission, and 00 by order 
of thoBiirgooa general- In addition 
to these who went as nursas. there 
were matrons, cooks. Inundiosses.ote., 
making, It Is thought, nn fewer tbuu 
40,000 womon In all, three-fourth* ul 
whom wore while and from tin; north. 

Tbcru are now on tho pension rolls 
tho names of 200 women who uelcd ns 
nnrscB, and theso woro placed there 
by u special act of Congrass; but us 
yat uolhlug has boon douu for most ol 
these no bio womuu, many of whom 
nro old, feublo, and nearly forgotten , 

Representative llelknap, of Allchl- 
gnn, an cx-aoldlur. reported a hill ta 
tho United Slate:) House of Ilepic;en- 
lallvcii, placing on tho pension list at 
twolvo dollars a month "all women 
employed by the surgical department 
of tho United Slates service ns army 
nurses, or otherwlso olllclally recog- 
nized as fiui'li during tho war of Uio 
rebellion, and who rendered sorvico In 
hospl tills, In tbu rn in p, or on the bat- 
tleik'lil for a period of six months or 
mora, and who were honorably re- 
lieved therefrom, and who, from lha 
results of such service or tho Infirmi- 
ties of udvnticiiig age. aro unublu ta 
cam their own support."

First wo will re for to the preparing

Kxperliinii'il wool buyers will not 
take iho wool from poor farmers with- 
out largo reduction In price, there nru 
■o mtiny "dead lips" in IL This Is 
tho technical mime for wool that grew 
while the sheep was suffering from ex- 
posure, from lack ol food or from In- 
digestion caused by Improper feeding. 
Dead Up* nro deficient In stranfflll, 
nod can onlv be used In mnklng In- 
ferior cloth. If tho sheep regains 
strength nnd health the wool Is not 
materially helped, as iho now growth 
Is usually too short to bo of much use. 

It is not generally oxposuro to 
storms thnt onuses this poor wool. If 
a shuep's digestion Is good, tho ally 
matter exuded from tho sKla prevents 
rains from pcuntratlng. Thu ouuldo 
of tho waolan covering may be wring- 
ing wet, but the Inside is dry, But if 
tha digestion Is Injured either by too 
much or too little food, tho snoop suf- 
fers sovorely from storms. 

Vr mi hi In L'lilrkb 
Tha ono groat enemy of your chicks, 
young or old, la vermin. First as a 
remedy, wo prepare tho nests for sit- 
ters or layers as follows: "i'ut a lit- 
tle snltpotro into tha box, after satur- 
ating It well with koroseno oil. Then 
fill iho box us full as is necessary wllh 
pine sawdust or shavings. Thoso nro 
both disinfectants nnd ubsorbcnls as 
well. Wo occasionally sprlnklo iho 
boxes wllh dry sulphur or carbatlu 
auld. I use a great deal of carbolla 
acid about tho nesti and roosts. Sup- 
ply the fowls with the means of taking 
adust uulh In conl nshus or roud dim. 
As of Ion as twice a your fumigate the 
hou-as by burning sulphur nnd salt- 
petre in Ibom. wllh thu doors uml 
windows closed lightly. No vermin 
can lira In such n sulphurous odor.

with vermin from hand to foot, their 
skin* olltiglng to their hones nnd re- 
rwmhllng mildewed parchment, 
blotched with scurvy, covered with 
gangrenou* sores, their hair fulling 
from their heads, their nnll* falling 
from their loot, and their teeth 
so loose that thoy could push them out 
with their longuos. 

Many of Iheso men crawled homo 
to die; none of them were able to do 
any inumuil labor for mouths; nearly

"The system of csplonugo that flour- j 
Isbos at the universities might excite 
the envy of tho Venetians of the days | 
of the Doges, when the very walls had 
eyes. If yon cough or sneeze tho bea- 
dles know It. the Inspecton hear of it, j 
tho rector Is informed of it. It Is ro- 
ported to the curator, anil carefully 
eutercd Into three several hooka against 
your uanio, ns it may hcreartcr be use- 
ful as proving or disproving something ' 
laid to your clmrgo whenever you turn 
out to be politically untrustworthy. ' 
While you are :i student not only can 
the inspectors, sub-inspectors, beadles, 
and all the myrmidons of tho Govern- 
ment visit you In your rooms at 'all 
hours of iho day aud night, ransack 
your drawers nml trunks, turn your 
bed upside dowu, rip uu your inat- 
tresst**, and generally give your lodg- 
ings the appearance of apartments that 
have just sulfered from a seismic con- 
vulsion like tho earthquake of Lisbon, 
but tlioy uro invested with the power— 
which I hey are nut slow to use— of 
searching your person, exutninlug the 
contents of your pockets, nnd your 
friends nml relations, ami their pock- 
els mid belongings elluuld tlioy linnpan 
lo be with you during thu domiciliary 
visit. 

"Thcsa luqulsltionary processes, of 
course, nm millu Independent of thosa 
that are inauu by tho police nnd tbe 
members of the terrible "Third Son- 
tion," which you havo to put up with 
as often as Is deemed good for you in 
particular or Tor tho Knipiro at large. 
Then, ngaln your houw porter, or 
dvornlk, watches you like nu Argus, 
his wife or his in nitres* spies upon you, 
his children or his neph nits dug ynur 
tlons wherever you go; uvi-ryono who 
vhii * you Is asked tits or her niituc. his 
or her* business, mid admission 1* re- 
fused until statement* mo mnde and 
Immediately verillcd.

A little Ilritish cxpedlllnn recently 
«t rained far up Iho Hernia branch of tho 
Niger rlvor In n small steam launch 
mid ilunlly entered a tributary or the 
Denuo ami explored a reglim which nu 
white mnu has over visited before. Tho 
most Interesting thing a bout their jour- 
ney was tho curious experience they 
Imd with tlio natires. 

They had bean passing for a good 
while through n region that was in- 
habited by Moslem blacks, fruits of the 
rattier sovere methods of conversion 
employed by Iho Arab Invaders of the 
S mi dull. The country was rttrj fertile 
aud llio people woro numerous; but all 
of a sudden, though tbo country still 
ware lis usual nspect, and tbe soil wmi 
npparentlv rich, population entirely 
censed, t'or a stretch of over twenty 
miles not a but wna to be seen, nor waa 
a single sign of human life anywhere 
observed, Tho expedition wondered 
et this remarkable state of affairs, for 
the con a try was certainly inviting, and 
1 hoy could not Imagine why It had no 
In ha bit mi is. 

All at onco, however. ui Ihcy rounded 
a bond In tho rlrer they saw big crowds 
of natives running down the slopes of 
(lie hills lo the bank. They brandished 
their epcare at tho while men on the 
little boat and lold them toco back for 
they wanted uo Moslem In their coun- 
try. There was nn interpreter on the 
vessel who succeeded In convincing the 
natives that tho visitor* were not Mos- 
lems, and ili I'm upon the people became 
quite friendly. 

Than tho reason for this curtails lack 
of population was ascertained. When 
llio tribes who had been converted to 
Islam found that the natives near them 
were*Just ns strong as they were, the 
spread of their religion lo that direc- 
tion abruptly censed, but these heathen 
people nml the Moslem .converts near 
them could not live at pence with ono 
another. It was ttnally decided that, 
as they could not be good neighbors, a 
nt retch of country should be placed be- 
tween them where on one should live, 
and In that way tbey expect to get 
nlong with less'bloodshud. So nil the 
people who inhabited this fertile region, 
nlioiu twenty miles wlda, packeiT up 
thoir i'im'i- belongings and moved 
tnviiv, nml this stretch of country thus 
came to' be without a siugla Inhabitant. 
Today it is n No Man's Land, and the 
only reason Is thnt the people who nre 

neighbors there cannot llvo on friend- 
ly terms, and, harlug tired of llchtlug, 

have nut this barrier between them

Thay did not havo long to wait, as, 
before It had grown fairly darlc, two 
or tlirco mngnlficont flocks camo walk- 
ing down the rnvlnos loading to tho 
valley. At tho bend of each flock, as 
tboy unsuspectingly advanced, wns n 
fine male bird, upon whoso bronzo 
plumngo tbo moonlight glinted ns It 
sifted through tho Interstices of tho 
trees. When ho had arrived at tlio 
plnco nt which Iho flock undor his 
charge had heen accustomed to roost, 
ho stopped, glanced all around for a 
faw seconds and then, apparently satis- 
fied that every thing was all right, ho 
gave a signal— a sharp, quick, shrill 
whistle. At that Instant evory bird in 
tho dock with one accord raised with 
n tremendous fluttering of tholr wings 
nnd alighted la lha tops Of tho tallest 
tree*. At this juncture, nil tho various 
flocks having hecomo settled In their 
sovoral roosting places, tbo gcooral 
gavu tho word and every man com- 
menced to fl ro on his own account. 
Tho turkeys foil like tho loaves In iho 
fall, but did not icom to have souse 
onough to got away from tboir doom; 
they flow from treo to tree at ovory 
■hot, hut persistently remained in tho 
hnmcdliito vicinity of tholr "roost" 
w 1th all the characteristic Idiocy of a 
■ago hen, which appears, according to 
my observation, to have less saase 
than any bird that tiles. 

It was tlmo that nil honost mon, 
whether "In camp or court,'' wuro In 
bed before tho general and his party 
loft the ground, so exciting was tho 
rare sport. After counting Iho num- 
ber of birds that had fallou, It wns 
discovered thatthoy hod bagged near- 
ly 100, of which tbo general had killed 
tho lion's share. The now historic 
■ pot was called "Sheridan's lloobt," 
which name Is rota hied to this day. 

Another turkey shooting occurred 
previous to tho one nbovo referred to. 
In which Iho whole of (.Jonoral Custer's 
command look pnrL It was about 
eighteen days aftar tho terrible battle 
of tbo Washita, nnd Custer was chas- 
ing tho fugitive savages towards Fort 
Cobb. Tho weather had boon vary 
disagreeable— cold, snow nnd a furious 
wind. Tho troops bad bcon wading 
through about n foot of snow, and iho 
horses waro nearly starved, because It 
was Im possible to get at tho grass ly- 
ing so daep undor the inow. That 
night Iho command wont into cump on 
tho Wnshltu, and It was soon discov- 
ered thai accidentally they had 
pitched upon nn Immense turkoy 
roost, it was uol yot sun-down whan 
tho picket Una wns stretolicd and pre- 
parations for the men's scanty supper 
begun. Engorly ospootlng that the 
birds would come, to tholr haunts at 
tho usual bour, tbo oootcs wore a little 
perfunctory, anticipating that tho bill 
of (aro would, that night, vary ma- 
terially from the customary sow-bally 
and bard-tack. 

So suro onough, just about sundown, 
tho turkeys began' to return from tholr 
search for food, nnd It was a moat re- 
ninrknblo night to watch the evident 
eurprlsa of the birds osthoy nppronoh- 
nd tholr roost to discover that tholr 
ground hud boon usurped. Several 
flocks "rounded up" lnfullvlow of all, 
and 11 could bo uoltcod that they woro 
bewildered and did not know what to 
do. Thay stood still, apparently para- 
lysed, for somo llino, and as oilier 
flocks soon anlvoil they all began to 
fly* up Into tho troos right In tho mid- 
dlo of tho c.itiip. At litis moment 
every ono sou mad to bo Imbued with 



tlio deslro to shoot nnd a fusillade be- 
gan, resulting In tho tumbling off tho 
trees ol fifty ar mora of thn bronzed 
bcnutlei; nnd, of course, driving all 
Iho romnlmler from tholr roosls until 
tho nir wo* full of Iho frightened birds. 
As night drew on, not knowing or 
falling to scuk nnothor roosting place, 
buck ttioy camo, but In Increasing 
number*, determined, nppnronlly, to 
roost thero or noHharii. Tho air unit 
tho ground woro filled with turkeys; 
tboy woro tinned by tho turn affair* 
lind mkon nnd groat flocks run right 
nmong com pan ten ntul tho tvngons. 

Than was utincled n ncano such as, 
perhaps, wiw never bnfuro witnessed, 
nor hin it mii'm, lu all prohnblllly; nil 
Hie doss In tho command— and tlioro 
was evory breed nod size, for tho avur- 
ago United States soldier lavas a dog 
— jolnod In tho pandemonium that 
followed Iho chmo for Iho bewildered 
hi 11] a. 

'Tlioro wni fonnlng In camp that 
nlfrhtr and novor uefnru did turkoy 
tusto so delicious as tho uiagullicont 
blrdf, served up hi every conceivable 
style, nt thai mippcr In cump on the 
Wttrihlta, to tho half- fatal shod trooporii 
of tho famous Savant)) cavalry, and 
tho gallant boyi of tho Nineteenth 
Kunnns; nnd thut ihoro woro mnuy 
cases of riding that subjective brute 
known ns Iho nightmare, tiefuro tho 
morning, I havo not lha slightest 
doubt

Atnsworth, who Is 
at tlio bond of tho ponsloa division ot 
tho war department, has recently pro* 
pared a tablo giving tin idea of tha 
vast number who did what thoy cuuld 
for their country by nursing and car- 
ing for those who took active part la 
tlio struggle. 

The records nrc Incomplete, hut na 
far us con bo ascertained ihoy wero 
probably 10.(1 00 women, with nnd 
without regular authority and pay, 
who perform nd thu duties wherever 
thoy happened to bo. Of these, 778 
woro hired by contract by tho war do- 
pnrlmcntt !i;i" went by thu appoint- 
ment of Miss [>lx; L'lS woro Sisters of 
Charity; 111 wero providad by the 
sanitary commission, and Hi! by order 
of the surgeon guncrul. In addition 
to those who went us mtisi---. there 
woro matrons, cooks, laundresscs.ole., 
making. It Is thought, no fewer than 
-10,00(1 womou In all, thrco- fourl lis of 
whom woro while and from tho north. 

There are now on tho pension rolls 
tha mimes of -00 women who acted ns 
nurses, and these woro placed there 
by a special act of Congress; but iu 
yet nothing litis been dono for most ot 
theso noble women, many of whom 
nro old, feeble, and nearly forgotten. 

ltuprcsentatlve Ilclknap, of Michi- 
gan, an ex -soldier, reported a bill to 
tho United States Houso of Roprofon- 
tntlvcs, placing on tho pension list at 
twclvo dollars a month "all women 
employed by tho surgical department 
of tho United States service ns urmy 
iiiii-.es. or otherwise alllclnlly recog- 
nized as such during tho win* of the 
rebellion, und who rendered service in 
hospitals, In tho camp, nr on the but- 
tleileld for a period of six months or 
more, nnd who woro ltuiiorably re- 
lieved 1 1) en: I rum. and who, from tha 
results of such sorvku or the Infirmi- 
ties of advancing ago, are unnbto to 
earn their own support."
